HEREAS  by  “  An  Act  respecting  Pound

clusive,  Sections  17  to  20,  inclusive,  and  Sec¬ 
tions  29  to  32,  Township  83,  Range  17,  west  of 
6th  meridian;  Section  1,  Sections  2  and  3, 
north  of  river,  Sections  10  to  15,  inclusive, 
Sections  22  to  27,  inclusive,  and  Sections  34, 
35,  and  36,  Township  83,  Range  18,  west  of  6th 
meridian;  Sections  5,  6,  and  that  portion  of 
Sections  7  and  8  south  of  Beatton  River,  Town¬ 
ship  84,  Range  17,  west  of  6th  meridian;  Sec¬ 
tions  1  to  3,  inclusive,  Sections  10  to  12,  inclu¬ 
sive,  Sections  13  and  14,  south  of  river,  Section 
15,  south  of  creek,  Township  84,  Range  18, 
west  of  6th  meridian.

And  whereas  in  response  to  the  latter  notice 
fifty-nine  persons  qualified  to  sign  the  petition 
have  signified  their  approval  of  the  applica¬ 
tion  : 

And  whereas  the  Act  provides  that  if  the 
petition  of  the  majority  of  the  proprietors  be 
forwarded  to  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  then 
in  such  case  the  proposed  pound  district  may 
be  constituted: 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Honourable 
the  Minister  of  Agriculture  and  under  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  “  Pound  District  Act,”  His 
Honour  the  Lieutenant-Governor  of  British 
Columbia,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  his  Execu¬ 
tive  Council,  has  been  pleased  to  order,  and  it 
is  hereby  ordered,  that  the  above-described 
area  be  constituted  a  pound  district.

It  is  ordered: — 

1.  That  an  inquiry  be  made  by  this  Commis¬ 
sion  in  order  to  determine  the  just,  reasonable, 
and  sufficient  rates  to  be  charged  for  public 
utility  service  furnished  by  West  Canadian 
Hydro  Electric  Corporation,  Limited. 

2.  That,  for  the  purpose  of  the  said  in¬ 
quiry,  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Commission, 
Samuel  R.  Weston,  is  hereby  authorized  and 
instructed: — 

(a.)  To  ascertain  by  appraisal,  in  accor¬ 
dance  with  the  provisions  of  the  “Public 
Utilities  Act  ”  and  such  instructions  as 
may  be  given  by  the  Commission  from 
time  to  time,  the  value  of  the  property 
of  West  Canadian  Hydro  Electric  Cor¬ 
poration,  Limited,  used  or  prudently 
and  reasonably  acquired  as  at  June 
30th,  1941,  to  enable  the  said  Corpora¬ 
tion  to  furnish  the  service : 

(6.)  To  inquire  into  the  nature  and  amount 
of  revenue  obtained  by  the  Corporation, 
and  the  nature,  amount,  and  reason¬ 
ableness  of  all  items  of  expenditure  and 
provisions  for  reserves,  during  such  a 
period  or  periods  as  will,  in  his  opinion, 
provide  sufficient  evidence  of  such  mat¬ 
ters  in  the  determination  of  proper 
rates : 

(c.)  To  inquire  into  the  condition  of  the 
property  of  the  Corporation  and  the 
adequacy  of  the  service  provided  by  it: 

(cl.)  To  report  his  findings  to  the  Commis¬ 
sion. 

3.  That  West  Canadian  Hydro  Electric  Cor¬ 
poration,  Limited,  shall  furnish  to  the  said 
Samuel  R.  Weston  without  delay  all  informa¬ 
tion  requested  by  him  in  the  carrying-out  of  his 
instructions. 

4.  That  all  costs  and  expense  of  counsel, 
engineers,  valuators,  clerks,  stenographers,  and 
other  assistants  retained  and  employed  by  the 
Commission  in  and  about  the  making  of  the 
appraisal  and  inquiry  shall  be  paid  by  West 
Canadian  Hydro  Electric  Corporation,  Limited, 
in  monthly  payments  as  the  work  proceeds: 
such  monthly  payments  to  be  evidenced  by  and 
to  be  made  upon  the  certificate  of  the  Chairman 
of  the  Commission.

E  IT  KNOWN,  in  order  to  meet  the  require¬ 
ments  of  Christmas  trade,  the  Board  of 
Industrial  Relations  has  made  the  following 
Regulation,  namely: — 

Mercantile  Industry  ( Christmas ,  191,1, 
Temporary). 

1.  That  persons  employed  in  retail  establish¬ 
ments  in  the  mercantile  industry  in  the  City  of 
Vancouver,  together  with  all  that  area  known 
as  Point  Grey  which  lies  to  the  west  of  the 
westerly  boundary  of  the  City  of  V ancouver ; 
the  Municipality  of  the  District  of  Burnaby; 
Municipality  of  the  District  of  West  Vancou¬ 
ver;  the  City  of  North  Vancouver;  District  of 
North  Vancouver;  the  City  of  Victoria;  the 
Municipality  of  the  Township  of  Esquimalt; 
the  Municipality  of  the  District  of  Oak  Bay; 
and  the  Municipality  of  the  District  of  Saan¬ 
ich,  may  work  two  (2)  hours  in  excess  of  the 
limit  of' eight  (8)  hours  prescribed  by  section  3 
of  the  “  Hours  of  Work  Act  ”  on  each  of  the 
following  days,  namely,  Saturday,  December 
20th;  Tuesday,  December  23rd;  and  Wednes¬ 
day,  December  24th,  1941;  but  in  no  case  shall 
the  hours  worked  by  any  such  person  exceed 
forty-eight  (48)  in  the  week  ending  December 
20th,  1941. 

2.  That  persons  employed  in  retail  establish¬ 
ments  in  the  mercantile  industry  of  British 
Columbia,  other  than  in  those  localities  men¬ 
tioned  in  section  1  hereof,  may  work  three  (3) 
hours  in  excess  of  the  limit  of  eight  (8)  hours 
prescribed  by  section  3  of  the  said  Act  on  Sat¬ 
urday,  December  20th,  and  two  (2)  hours  in 
excess  of  the  limit  of  eight  (8)  hours  pre¬ 
scribed  by  section  3  of  the  said  Act  on  each  of 
the  following  days,  namely,  Tuesday,  December 
23rd,  and  Wednesday,  December  24th,  1941; 
but  in  no  case  shall  the  hours  worked  by  any 
such  person  exceed  forty-eight  (48)  in  the 
week  ending  December  20th,  1941.  Regulation 
No.  29  of  the  Board,  dated  the  8th  day  of  No¬ 
vember,  1939,  is  hereby  varied  accordingly. 

3.  That  from  the  1st  day  of  December  until 
the  31st  day  of  December,  1941  (both  dates 
inclusive) ,  persons  employed  in  mail-order, 
shipping,  and  delivery  by  bicycle,  motor-cycle, 
or  foot  may  work  up  to  ten  (10)  hours  in  any 
one  day,  but  in  no  case  shall  the  weekly  limit 
of  forty-eight  (48)  hours  be  exceeded.

1.  That  every  employee  in  the  mercantile 
industry  employed  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  sections  1  and  2  of  the  “  Hours  of  Work 
Act  ”  Regulation,  dated  the  7th  day  of  Novem¬ 
ber,  1941,  shall  be  paid  not  less  than  one  (1) 
and  one-half  ( % )  times  her  regular  rate  of 
pay  for  all  such  overtime  worked  in  excess  of 
her  customary  working-hours. 
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2.  That  during  the  period  from  the  13th  day 
of  November  to  the  31st  day  of  December,  1941 
(both  dates  inclusive),  temporary  employees 
of  any  age  in  the  mercantile  industry  working 
forty  (40)  hours  or  more  per  week  shall  be 
paid  not  less  than  twelve  dollars  and  seventy- 
five  cents  ($12.75) . 

3.  That  during  the  period  from  the  13th  day 
of  November  to  the  31st  day  of  December,  1941 
(both  dates  inclusive),  temporary  employees 
of  any  age  in  the  mercantile  industry  working 
less  than  forty  (40)  hours  per  week  shall  be 
paid  not  less  than  thirty-five  cents  (35c.)  per 
hour.

PRIVATE  BILLS. 

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto. 

(4.)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in 
all  cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four 
weeks  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the 
close  of  the  next  preceding  Session  and  the 
consideration  of  the  petition. 
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97.  No  petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be 
received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days 
of  each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be 
presented  to  the  House  after  the  first  three 
weeks  of  each  Session,  nor  may  any  report  of 
any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon  a 
Private  Bill  be  received  after  the  first  four 
weeks  of  each  Session,  and  no  motion  for  the 
suspension  or  modification  of  this  Standing 
Order  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House  until 
the  same  has  been  reported  on  by  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference 
made  thereof  at  a  previous  sitting  of  the  House 
to  the  Standing  Committees  charged  with  the 
consideration  of  Private  Bills,  who  shall  report 
thereon  to  the  House.  And  if  this  rule  shall 
be  suspended  or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  pro¬ 
moters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is  presented 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  for 
which  the  petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case 
pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order 
to  the  contrary. 

98.  (1.)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any 
Private  Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
House,  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of 
the  Session: — 

(a.)  A  printed  copy  of  such  Bill: 

( b .)  A  copy  of  the  petition  to  be  presented 
to  the  House: 

(c.)  Copies  of  the  notices  published,  with 
publication  proved  by  a  statutory  dec¬ 
laration  or  affidavit  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Clerk  of  the  House. 

(2.)  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill  and 
petition  the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  the  sum  of  three  hundred 
dollars. 

(3.)  If  a  copy  of  the  Bill,  petition,  and 
notices  proved  as  aforesaid  shall  not  have  been 
so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  at  least  eight  clear  days  before  the  open¬ 
ing  of  the  Session  or  if  the  petition  has  not 
been  presented  to  the  House  within  the  first 
ten  days  of  the  Session,  the  amount  to  be  paid 
to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six  hundred  dollars.  If 
the  Bill  shall  not  pass  second  reading  one-half 
of  the  fees  shall  be  returned. 

101.  Every  petition  signed  by  an  agent  or 
attorney  in  fact  shall  be  accompanied  by  the 
authority  of  such  agent  or  attorney  in  fact, 
and  the  petition  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  filed 
with  the  Clerk  until  this  is  done. 

102.  Before  any  petition  praying  for  leave 
to  bring  in  a  Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a 
toll-bridge  is  received  by  the  House,  the  person 
or  persons  intending  to  petition  for  such  Bill 
shall,  upon  giving  the  notice  prescribed  by 
Standing  Order  100,  also  at  the  same  time  and 
in  the  same  manner  give  notice  of  the  rates 
which  they  intend  to  ask,  the  extent  of  the 
privilege,  the  height  of  the  arches,  the  interval 
between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the  pas¬ 
sage  of  rafts  or  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a  drawbridge  or 
not,  and  the  dimensions  of  the  same.
